Eloquent Sermon by the President of 


Rio Grande College—The Relig- 


ious Life of the Nation. 


A large audience assembled at the 


Free Will Baptist 
church Sunday 


evening to listen to an eloquent dis- 
course delivered by Prof J. M. Davis, 
president of Kio Grande college. 
The 


text was taken from Paul's Epistle of 
the Romans, the tenth chapter and 
first verse: "Brethren, thy hearts' 
desire aiui prayer to God for Israel is. 
that they might be saved.'1 


The following is an sbstract of the 


sermon: "There are two classes in 
which the Bible might be divided, 
each containing separate 
spiritual 


truths, while there are other passages 
that contain a revelation of spiritual 
doctrines. 


Thistoxtdoes not reveal a spiritual 


truth, hut a prayer of sanctified man. 


The language of the Apostle Paul, 


in explaining liis mind to his people, 
is a passage that 
reveals 
to us 


the character of the great apostle, his 
heart's desire and prayer for'the 
nation to which he belongs. 


Paul, in his earlier life, believed in 


the Jewish religion and when the 
new doctrines were thrust forward 
he misunderstood them and fora time 
ivas strongly in opposition to their 
icccptance, but he was finally led to 
believe that the old religion was only 
preparatory, and the new doctrine 
was the fulfilment of God's religion 
and must take the place of the°old 
system. 


Instead of there being altars and 


sacrifices, as characterized the old 
system, there were but two great 
ordinances in the new. 
First," the 


ordinance of baptism; second, the or- 
dinance of the Loid's supper. 


Paul was compelled to assume that 


the old must pass away, and the 
broader and grander system must 
take its place. As to the indepen- 
dent national existence to which his 
people belonged,he was convinced that 
there would come a change and they 
must prepare themselves to meet that 
change. 
He loved his people most 


clearly, and felt that out of them 
must come the great revolution in re- 
ligious matters. 
He told them that 


God's promises had been 
fulfilled 


when he sent his only begotten son 
for their salvation.. 


What are we to lenrn by the atti- 


tude he assumed (toward his people in 
regard to this nation? As for us the 
religion of the United States as a na- 
tion.has much to do with our success. 
The religious life of a people has a 
great deal to do with a country, and 
at the present time in this country, 
great changes are being 
brought 


forth. 
The old system, or religion 


of our fathers, may not be entirely 
done away with, but it will undergo 
many changes.

that the great principle of liberty 
has been vindicated,and now that this 
is true we should not quarrel so much 
about how it was done, but how to 
best profit by the results for God and 
nation.

the hands of the diplomats.

assume control of these islands?"

The Czar Nicholas' visit to Windsor

vicinity have been' swept by a West 
Indian cyclone from 3 a. in. to 6 p. m. 


During tkit time

steadily from 50 to 70 miles an hour. 


While the city escaped with compar- 


atively little damage, the loss oC pro- 
perty among the sea islands of the 
Georgian and South Carolina coasts 
is believed to he heavy. 
For milps 


iu every direction around 
Savannah 


the lowlands along the rivers are sub- 
merged. 
Only one fatality lias so far 


been reported—the drowning of a ne- 
gro while attempting 
to 
reach the 


mainland from a small island near 
Thunderbolt—but heavy loss of life is 
feared on *'ie South Carolina sea is- 
lands, where such fearful loss of lit., 
occurred during the great tidal storin 
of 1S93. 


The conditions now are similar '•o 


those durinp that storm. Owing to tl"! 
submerged country and the isolated 
location of Lhe islands no news can be 
had from 
I hem until the water sub- 


sides. For "ight miles north of Savan- 
nah the entire country is a lake with 
only the ham macks visible. 


At noon the water was eight feet 


above the highest tide. 
Driven on 


shore by the northeast storm it filled 
up on the islands, swept over banks 
and farms, carrying away the rem- 
nant of the rice crop that was left 
by the August storm and had not been 
gathered, and wiping 'out some crops. 
The loss to river growers alone will be 
from $50,000 to $75,000. 


Of the entire rice crop along the 


Savannah rH-er, valued at $250,000, all 
but about 15 per cent was lost in this 
and the preceding storm. 


The damage to shipping is consider- 


able. 
The schooner Governor Ames, 


which was on her way to sea with a 
cargo of 1,500,000 feet of lumber, went 
adrift in the harbor, but was secured 
safely. 
The wharves at the quaran- 


tine station at 
the entrance to the 


river 
here 
were 
partially 
carried 


away. 


The quarantine officer and his family 


and servants were rescued early in the 
day by a tug. 
Four 
vessels 
which 


at anchor at the station were torn 
from their moorings and driven into 
the marshes. How badly these vessels 
are damaged is unknown. 


At Thunderbolt and Isle of Hope, 


suburbs of Savannah, all the boat- 
houses on the banks and hundreds of 
small boat? were carried away. 


The extent to which the railroads 


suffered is not fully known. The naval 
stores and cotton and lumber yards 
of the Plant system are submerged and 
the tracks of the Central of Georgia 
and Georgia and Alabama roads around 
the city are covered. The northbound 
express railroad, due here from Flor- 
ida at noon, has not yet arrived.
